NO SDttTT INTENT. 


KMIULLE.V, JACKSUN AND BATES 
MUST REFUND. 


J u d g e Arm strong's D ecision in the 
Case o f W. O. D avis A gainst 
the Supervisors. 


la Department One of the Superior Court 
Judge Armstrong will to-day render his de­ 
cision in the cases of 5V. O. Davis vs. 
George C. McMullen, S. J. Jackson and 
George O. Bates, in which the latter are 
charged with having illegally drawn $75 
per month as their pay as Supervisors of 
this county. The case has attracted wide 
attention, and the decision will be read 
with great interest all over the State, as 
many other Boards of Supervisors have 
construed the law the same as that of this 
county. The decision goes to the bottom 
Of the subject, and is an able and carefully 
prepared document. Following is the de­ 
cision in full, published in advance by per­ 
mission of the Court: 


THE DECISION. 
In the Superior Court of the county of Sacra­ 
mento, State of California. W. O. Davis, plaint­ 
iff, vs. George C. McMullen, deiendant. 
This is a proceeding instituted by the plaintiff 
under Section 772 of the Penal Code, against the 
defendant to remove him from his ollicc as a 
member of the Board ot Supervisors. 
The plaintiff avers in his accusaiiou that the 
defendant, “ well knowing his duty imposed 
upon him as Supervisor, has been guilty of 
charging and collecting illegal fees for services 
rendered by him in his official capacite as Su­ 
pervisor, to w it: That during the month of Oc­ 
tober, 1888, he charged and collected from the 
county of Sacramento the sum of 875 lor his 
services at such Supervisor during the m onth of 
October, when the said McMullen well knew 
that he was entitled to a salary of only 850 a 
month during said month oi October: that dur­ 
ing said month of October the said McMullen 
charged, received and collected 825 in excess of 
the amount to which he was legally entitled for 
his services as such Supervisor.’’ 
The word fees is not used in any other part of 
the accusation, but it is averred that the de­ 
fendant willfully,¡in violation of the laws, and 
illegally charged and collected that 825 for his 
salary lor tile month ot October iu excess of the 
amount allowed by law as his salary. And for 
another cause of action, the plaintiff avers that 
the deiendant has refused and neglected to per­ 
form the official duties pertaining to h*s office, 
and has fraudulently and corruptly performed 
the duties imposed upon him in this, to wit- 
That he has, during said month of October, per­ 
m itted Geo. O. Bates and S. J. Jackson duly 
elected, qualified and acting Supervisors of Sac­ 
ramento county, to draw the sum of *75 per 
month, for the month ol October, each from the 
county, for their salarie ■ as Supervisors, and 
audited and allowed the claim of said Bates and 
Jackson for 875 for the month of October as their 
salaries for Supervisors during said 
month 
against said county, well knowing at the time 
that neither of them were entitled to more than 
the sum of 850 per m onth for their servk-s as 
Supervisors during said month of October 
The defendant adm its that he received the 
sum of 875 for the month of October as his sal­ 
ary for that m onth and claims that he was en­ 
titled to It: and he denies that he fraudulently, 
corruptly or otherwise advised, audited or al­ 
lowed any claim ol Bates and Jackson or either 
of them for 875 for the month ot October as 
their salaries, and the evidence shows that he 
did not advise, audit, or allotv any am ount to 
Bates or Jackson for salary or other compensa­ 
tion. The Board of Supervisors has never aud­ 
ited or allowed any claim of auv officer for sal­ 
ary. nor is it the duty of the Board to allow 
claims for salaries of officers. (Statutes 1883 
page 304.) But it is the duty of the County 
Auditor to audit such maims and draw his war­ 
rants for them. (Statutes 1883, page 324.) And 
since the mouth of April, 1887. the Auditor ha* 
drawn his warrants m onthly for 875 in favor of 
the defendant under the advice of the District 
Attorney that the defendant was entitled to 
that amount as his salary under the law. 
The section of the Penal Code under which 
this prosecution is had, provides that an officer 
who “ has been guilty oi charging and collect­ 
ing illegal lees lor services rendered, or to be 
rendered, iu his office, or has refused or neg­ 
lected to perform the official duties pertaining 
to his office ” shall be deprived of his ofliee and 
the informer shall recover against him a judg­ 
m ent for 8500 and costs, as in civil actions 
This section does not in terms include the 
charging and collecting of illegal salaries, but 
in terms it only includes the charging and col­ 
lecting of “ i legal fees.” There is a marked 
distinction between fees and salaries, tom e 
officers receive salaries and others receive fees 
as their compensation for official services 
The 
Sheriff, for instance, receives a fixed saiarv from 
the county as his compensation, but he charges 
aud collects fees lrom the public for official 
services, and pays them into the treasury • but 
the Coroner, for his compensation, receives fees 
without salary, which makes his compensation 
dependent wholly upon the quantity of services 
performed, and therefore un certain as to amount. 
The word ■ salary ’ imports a fixed compensa­ 
tion received by an officer from a m unicipality, 
county or State for annual or periodical service's 
but the word “tees” imports a sum for specific 
official services, received from such of the pub­ 
lic as may have occasion to require such serv­ 
ices. This distinction in the meaning of those 
two words lias been marked and observed in 
all the legislation in this S ate concerning fees 
and salaries, and there has been much of such 
legislation. And as Section 772 of the Penal 
Code, relied on to sustain this prosecution, is 
highly penal, it cannot be extended by implica­ 
tion beyond the import of its language so as»o 
include the ehargiDg and collecting illegal 
salaries, for the rule is, that a penal Ktatute 
cannot be extended by implication, but it must 
be construed strict.y. (People ex reí. D. W 
Purlcy vs. Hall, 2 Cal. 564. 
People vs. Tisdale, 
57 Cal. 107.) 
In the People vs. Tisdale, the Court said: 
• The rule for the const! uction of penal statutes 
we understand to be, as somewhat tersely stated 
by Bishop, that they are to reach no farther iu 
meaning than in words: no person can be made 
subject to them bj- implication: and all doubts 
concerning their interpretation are to predomi­ 
nate in favor of the defendant ” Then, viewed 
in the light of this rule, charging and collecting 
illegal salaries is not within the clause of that 
section of the Penal Code which prohibits “ the 
charging and collecting illegal fees.” 
But it this were not so, the e is another view 
of this case which m ust be fatal to the prosecu­ 
tion. An officer cannot be deprived of his office 
for “ charging or collecting illeiral fees or re­ 
fusal or neglect to perform the official duties 
pertaining to his office,” unless he has done it 
willfully and corruptly. In the case of 'Triplett 
vs. Munter, 50 Cal. 644, which was an action for 
charging and collecting illegal fees, the Court 
said: ‘ The proceeding is taken under Section 
772 of the Penal Code, which relates to the 
offense o f 4 charging and collecting illegal fees, 
and of the neglect or refusal of an officer 
to perform the official duties of his office ’ 
The same penalty is denounced against both 
offenses, viz : Removal from office and a fine of 
$500 for the use of the informant. The provision 
is highlv penal in its n atu re; and though the 
itute dr~'-

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entitled to receive $75 per month for his salary 
as a member of the Board of Supervisors. But 
it is contended ou the Lart of the informer or 
plaintiff that the Act is unconstitutional and 
void, and for that reason the defendant is guilty 
of the offense of charging and c.*llectiug ••ille­ 
gal fees” or salan-, and in refusing^and neglect­ 
ing “to perform the official duties pertaining to 
his office” by perm itting Bates ana Jackson to 
charge aud collect their salaries under the same 
circumstances that he charged and collected 
his own salary; but such is not the law. The 
defendant acted not only under the advice of 
the District Attorney, the legal adviser of the 
- county officers, but we are bound to presume 
V that the Legislature, in obedience to their duty, 
made solemn by their oaths of office, passed 
upon and determ ined 
that 
the Act was 
constitutional 
and 
that

statute dees not in term s require that the wrong- 
hil act must have been knowingly and corruptly 
done, we are satisfied that it was not the inten­ 
tion of the Legislature to visit with this severe 
penalty an act performed by an officer in per­ 
fect good laith and under an honest conviction 
that he was acting strictly within the line of his 
duty. It was not intended to punish an officer 
by removal from office and with a penalty of 
$500 for a mere error of judgm ent in an honest 
discharge of his duties. In such cases it may 
be that if the wrongful act be established, the 
burden will be on the defendant to show affirma­ 
tively th a, it was done honestly and in good 
faith. 
Did the defendant in this case act honestlv 
and iu good faith in collecting the sum of $7*5 
instead of $50 for his salary .’ 
This question 
must be anv we red by a consideration of the Acts 
of the Legislature aud the facts surrounding the 
case. 
The County Government Act passed March 
14, 1883, Section 366 fixed the salaries of the 
supervisors of this county at $5<> per month 
(Statutes 1883. page 337.) But Section 166 of that 
Act was amended by an Act parsed March 18, 
1885, so as to fix the salaries of the Supervisors 
at $75 per month. (Statutes 1885, page 168.) 
However, Section 3 of the amendatory Act pro­ 
vided that “the salaries herein provided shall 
not take effect or be in force until the expira­ 
tion of the terms of the present officers.” (Stat- 
ui¡?s 1S85» page 195.) The defendant was then in 
office, and by this section was excluded from 
the benefits of the Act. The increased salaries 
could only be received by officers to be elected 
after the passage ol the Act. But by an Act 
passed March 17,1887, that section of the amend­ 
atory Act was itself amended so as to read: “This 
Act shall take effect and be iu force from and 
after its passage.” The inference from the lan­ 
guage of this am endm ent is that the Legisla­ 
ture intended that it should take effect, retro­ 
spectively, so as to 
give 
the 
benefit 
of

saiarv to 
those who were 
in office 
at 
the 
time 
of 
the 
passage 
of the Act of 1885. as well as those who 
were elected afterwards. 
The Act ot Mai eh 17 
3887. to which the Act of 1885 was amended 
took effect immediately upon its passage, as it 
was declared therein that: “This Act shail take 
effect immediately.*' Ou the 17th day of March 
18S7. the same day the Act was passed am end­ 
ing the am endatory Act of 1885, the Legislature 
passed an Act again am ending Section 166 of the 
County Government Act, but as to the salaries 
of the Supervisors the language of the am end­ 
m ent was the same as the languag* of the 
amendatory* Act of 1885, fixing the salaries at 
$75 per month, neither increasing nor dim inish­ 
ing the amount. (Statutes 1S87, page 187 ) This 
Act did not contain any repeating clause of 
fonner Act*»; but it provided that “whenever the 
salary or compensation of anv officer is in 
creased or dim inished by the terms of this Act, 
the provisions hereof so increasing or dim inish­ 
ing such salary or compensation shall not 
apply to or affect present incumbents. (Jtat- 
utes 
1887, 
page 
208. 
Section 
217.) 
This 
Act 
did 
not 
take 
effect 
until 
six tv 
day* after it* passage, and as it neither in­ 
creased nor dim inished the salaries or compen­ 
sation o f the Supervisors of this countv the 
salaries o r compensation remained at *73 pe- ! 
month as fixed by the Act of 1885, as amended. 


power in enacting the statute. (Cooley Constitu 
tional Limitations, page 221). Aud the defend­ 
ant is not bound to be wiser than the District 
Attorney and the Legislature, including the 
Governor who approved the Act, and he is not 
guilty ol auy public offense iu claiming and re­ 
ceiving the salary allowed by such Act. Iu the 
case o f the State vs. Carroll, 9 Am. Kep. 4.8, the 
Court said: “ Every law of the Legislature, 
however repugnant to the Constitution, has not 
only the appearance and semblance of author­ 
ity, but the force of law. It cannot be ques­ 
tioned at the bar of private judgment and if 
thought unconstitutional, resisted, but must he 
received and obeyed as, to all intents and pur­ 
poses, law, until questioned iu and Fet aside by 
the Courts. This principle is cssenttial to the 
very existence of order in society. * * * The 
doctrine that a law of doubtful constitutionality 
may be presumed to be constitutional until judi­ 
cially determined otherwise, and that a law 
manifestly unconstitutional cannot be so pre­ 
sumed, has no existence as applicable to the 
citizen.” The case oi Miller vs. Dunn. 72 Cal. 
402, was decided upon this principle. 
Then an unconstitutional Act of the Legisla­ 
ture may have the force of law, for some pur­ 
poses, to protect the citizen aciiug under it un­ 
til adjudged void by the Courts; and as the de­ 
fendant in this case believed in good faith that 
the Act under which he claimed and received 
his salary was constitutional, aud that he was 
entitled to S75 per month, instead ol 850 per 
month, the Act protects him against this prose­ 
cution, though it does not give him a title to the 
increased salary. It is contended by the team ed 
counsel for the defense that the Act is constitu­ 
tional, and they found their argument upon that 
clause of Section 5 of Article XI. of the Consti­ 
tution which declares that the Legislature 
“ shail regulate the compensation of all such 
officers (Supervisors) in proportion todtities, aud 
for thispurp se may classify the counties by 
population;” Supervisors Ross aud 
Tebbets 
were elected after the passage of the Act of 1885, 
av.d were entitled under that Act to receive a 
salary of S75 each, and as the duties performed 
by the defendant were the same as the duties 
performed by Ross and Tebbets, it is contended 
that the compensation should be the same, 
though he was elected prior to the pa-sage of the 
Act, and that the Legislature did not transcend 
its constitutional powers iu enacting the law 
Abstractly considered, there is equity and 
justice iu the 
contention; but in view oi 
Scctiou 9 of the same article of the Constitution, 
which declares that the compensation of any 
county officer shall not be increased after his 
election or during his term of ofliee, the con­ 
stitutionality of the Act cannot be maintained, 
aud the defendant was not entitled to more 
than 85o per month as saiarv, and the 8'25 in ex­ 
cess of tiiat amount, collected as salary, the de­ 
fendant holds iu trust for the county, which 
may he recovered by the county in an action 
against him for moneys had anci received to the 
use of toe county. If the money is not refunded, 
it is the duty of the District Attornev to bring 
such action. 
Under the evidence in the case, if the defend­ 
ant is guilty ol the otieiise of “refusing or ue- 


aries, then Supervisors Goss and Tebbets are 
equally guilty, because no action has been had 
in the Board by any of its members to prevent 
the collection of those salaries. But none of 
them 
are 
guilty for the reasons already 
given. 
The evidence fails to show 
any 
corrupt 
motive, 
which 
is 
essential 
to 
a 
conviction 
in 
this 
class 
of 
cases 
(61 B. Monroe, 171; 1 Leigh, 909; 15 Wendall, 
277; 2 Douglas, 426; 1 Tenn 
Reports, 653 ; 23 
Upper Canada, Queen’s Bench, 376; 2 Cal. Kep. 
564 ; 50 Cal. Rep. 644.) 
There mast therefore be judgm ent for the de­ 
fendant, but as there is no provision in the law 
under which the prosecution ;s had authorizing 
the recovery of costs, and as costs are not al­ 
lowed at common law or under our Penal ( ode 
to a deiendant in a criminal action, the judg 
ment must be without costs. 
It is therefore ordered that judgm ent he 
entered for the defendant without costs 
Jo n s IV. Arjjstkoxg, 
Judge ot the Superior Court. 


D Y N A M ITE A > U P O W D E R . 


A Boy’s C ig a re tte C auses an Exploi-ion of 
T e rrib le E orce. 
Wheeling (W. Va.), December 23d.—This 
afternoon a dynamite magazine at Mount Pleas­ 
ant, O., exploded, wrecking windows and in­ 
juring buildings. The shock was felt and the 
report heard here and all around. It isreported 
that several personswere killed. The details are 
meagre, and a full report will tie inniossible be 
fore Monday. 
HOW IT OCCURRED. 
L a t e r—There were ill the magazine 210 kegs 
of powder and ten cases of dynamite. A 14- 
year-old boy, Charles Gleek. with two other 
boys, went in smoking. 
The other bovs ran be­ 
fore the explosion, but young Gleck ivas liter­ 
ally blown to atoms. 
The other boys are badly 
hurt, and seventeen men are badly injured. 
Nearly every house withiu a mile was blown 
to pieces, and those further away seriously in­ 
jured. The names of the victims cannot be ob­ 
tained to-night. 
About one hundred yards away were thirty 
tons of dynamite, which was not exploded. 
A MORE GLOOMY ACCOUNT. 
W heeling, December 23d.—A Journal special 
says that Mount Pleasant, O.. was wrecked by a 
dynam ite explosion this afternoon, and that 
many people were killed.

this there are two conspicuous reasons, 
both powerful with the French mind, 
though you will doubtless regard them as 
trifling. 
One is the fact that General 
Sheridan accompanied the headquarters 
staff’ of the German army during the war 
of 1S70, and was on intimate terms with 
Prince Bismarck. 
Doubtless, too. General 
Sheridan’s sympathies 
were 
with the 
Germans, as for that matter, I suppose 
the sympathies of most Americans were. 
But he certainly was an admirer of the 
I- rench 
troops. 
In 
several 
battles 
he 
was 
loud in his praise of their 
gallantry, and even went so far as to tell 
Prince Bismarbk to his face that the 
French were the better fighters, and that 
were they as well officered and equipped as 
the Germans, the result of the war would 
have been different. 
To this the grim 
Chancellor replied with a smile and nod 
of assent, and" added : “ But you see, Gen­ 
era^ they are not as well officered and 
equipped as our men.” 
The American 
commander was a close and interested ob­ 
server of the two greatest battles of the 
war, Gravelotte and Sedan, and admired 
greatly the valor and discipline of both 
armies. 
But his patriotism rose above his 
admiration. 
“ Fine armies, Count,” he 
said to the German Chancellor, “ fine 
armies, both of them. 
But if I had our 
old Army of the Potomac here, I think I 
could whip ’em both put together.”— Paris 
Letter.

In the way of advertising, a new device 
has been hit upon by one of our large dry 
goods firms. 
At a small, but conspicuous, 
stand in the store a neat girl sells postal 
cards and stamped sheets of paper at less 
than the face value of the stamps. The 
postal card is only three-quarters of a cent, 
and a large sheet of writing paper, made 
so as to inclose itself by folding, with a 
two-cent stamp in the corner, is onlv a 
cent and a half. 
These are sold in as 
small quantities as desired, provided only 
that the fractional prices multiply into 
even cents. 
How does the seller get a 
recompense? 
By printing announcements 
of his goods, with notices of particular bar­ 
gains and special inducements across the 
edges of the cards and sheets. 
By this 
means he circulates his advertisements at 
a low cost. I asked him if it paid. 
“Not 
directly,” he answered. 
“It attracts mo­ 
mentary attention, sets customers to talk­ 
ing, and i«, therefore, worth doing for a 
little while: but the only advertising that 
proves solidiy advantageous is that which 
is done in newspapers of large circulation.! 
We have tried everything, and we have I 
found th at advertising in good journals in - ! 
variably pays, while these odd devices are j 
only of transient worth.”—N. Y. Sun.

M e m ph is, December 23d—The steamer Kate 
Adams burned this morning near Commerce, 
Mi-s., forty miles south of this city. She was 
en route to Memphis and had about" 200 people 
on board. The fire, which caught in some cot­ 
ton near the forward end of the boilers, was dis­ 
covered about S o’clock. The passengers were 
at breakiast, and when the alarm was given 
they all made a rush for the forward deck. 
At that time the steamer was about 300 yards 
from the Mississippi side of the river, anil her 
bow was at once headed for the shore. Pilot 
Joe Barton was on watch and he remained he­ 
roically at his post until she was safely landed. 
Harry Best, the second eleik, who was seated 
at the table when the alarm was given, had 
brought all the ladies and children forward aud 
assisted them ashore 
Captain Mark It. Cheek, who was on the hur­ 
ricane deck, remained there giving his com­ 
mands until the stage plank was safely lowered. 
The fire by this time had spread all through the 
cabin, and he was compelled to retreat to the 
rear, and climbed over the rails aud decended 
to the cabin. 
Here he found Chief Clerk Glan- 
ker. who had made an effort to save the money 
and papers of the steamer, which were in the 
safe. He saved the money, bat nearly lost his 
life in the burning cabin. He was rescued by 
Captain Cheek, who also assisted several others 
in securiog life-preservers, and when it was no 
longer possible for him to remain without be­ 
ing burned, he too jumped into the river and 
swam ashore. 
There were about twenty-five colored cabin 
passengers, who were saved along with the 
white passengers. On the lower deck, however, 
A FEARFUL PANIC 
Seized the crew and deck passengers. Those 
who were cut off from escape from the bow 
were compelled to jump overboard to save their 
lives. The stern of the burning steamer had 
swung out into the river, aud an effort being 
made to launch a yawl, it was capsized by the 
crowd which filled it, aud many of the occu­ 
pants were drowned. They were mostly colored 
men, but there tv ere thiee or four women in 
the crowd. 
THE VICTIMS. 
The deaths, so far as can be learned, are as 
follows: G. C. Corbett, third cleik, aged 29 
years, who had launched the yawl, and was 
trying to save the colored women on the lower 
deck. He leaves a wife in St. Louis. 
Joe I’orter, Andrew Reese, Monroe Jackson, 
Jim Nelson, senator Coleman and Hilliard 
Horton, of the colored cabin crew, aud Lee 
Tinley and Frank Wells, colored roustabouts. 
In addition, atiout filteen passengers, lour of 
whom were white men, were also drowned. In 
this listol unknown were three colored women 
and two children. 
They were coming to 
Memphis to spend the holidays. The whites 
had been working on the levees, aud their 
names and destination are unknown. 


T H E B U RNING STEAM ER 
Drifted away after lying at the bank for 20 m in­ 
utes, and floated down the river, her hull sink­ 
ing at the head of Peters’ Island, four miles be­ 
low Commerce. 
The Kate Adams was owned by the Memphis 
and Vicksburg Packet Company. 
She was 
built in 1882, and cost 8102,000. She was the 
finest and fastest steam er of her type on the 
river, aud her owners this summer spent 
8 0,000 in repairing her. 
This would have beeu 
the completion of her 602d trip in the Memphis 
-nd Arkansas City trade. 
THE RESCUED PASSENGERS. 
All the saved passengers and ere w arrived at 
Memphis this afternoon at 6 o’clock, having 
taken the Louisville. New Orleans and Texas 
Rail way train at Robinsonville, which station 
is eight miles distant in the interior from where 
the disaster occurred. The citizens of Com­ 
merce rendered the passengers and crew everv 
assistance in reaching Robinsonvill-, convey­ 
ing tbem there in wagons and everv conceiv­ 
able vehicle that could be secured. 
There were 167 from the ill-fated steamer that 
came to Memphis, Captain cheek defraying the 
expenses of all those who did not have funds. 
The passengers and crew lost all their clothing 
and effects, and some made their escape to the 
shore from the burning steam er en deshabille, 
but were provided with clothes by the kind cit­ 
izens of Commerce. 
Three of the cabin colored crew, who were 
rescued from the water died aiterward. Their 
names appear in the list already given. The 
water, being very cold, benumbed the limbs of 
those who jum ped overboard, and to this is a t­ 
tributed the greatest loss of life. 
All speak in the highest terms of the coolness 
and bravery displayed by the officers. The 
Captain, Pilots and^Dariners all remained at 
the ir posts until the last, and it was through 
their efforts that all the lady passengers were 
safely taken ashore. 
Joe Woods Harris, who was a passenger, 
jum ped from the stage-plank before it had been 
lowered aud was internally injured. Mrs. lir. 
Harris, of 1.uremia, also sustained a sprained 
ankle by failing from a cotton bale in descend­ 
ing from the caDin to the lower deck. 
A PASSENGER’S STOKY. 
M e m p h is. December 23d.—Colonel J. M. Hun­ 
ter of Louisville, who was a passenger on tha 
ill fated Kate Adams, gave a thrilling account 
of his experience on board the steamer. 
When 
the alarm was given he was at breakfast, and 
hastily repaired to his stateroom to save his 
effects. By the time he had secured his valise 
he found escape by way of the bow cut off bv 
the flames, which spread with lightning-like 
rapidity. He saw at a glance that it was to be 
death or swim, so he disrobed him self and se­ 
cured a li’e-prcserver and jum ped overborrd. 
and after a stiuggle in the water often minutes 
succeeded in reaching the shore. 
He had 
nothing on but his underclothes, aud secured 
clothing from those ou the shore. 
Colonel 
Hunter says that while he was in tne rear 
cabin he saw a colored woman throw her three 
children into the river and then jum p in her­ 
self. The tour were drowned. 
A COLORED MAN’S HEROtSM. 
Msr. Field, one of the ladv passengers, said to 
an Associated Press reporter that she tried to 
jum p ashore but failed aud fell to the lower 
deck. A negr.i who was close behind her also 
failed to reach the shore. The negro gathered 
her in his arms and carried her to the bank and 
thus saved her trom being burned to death, as 
she was unable to move. Mrs. P'ield is positive 
that IV. a . Covington, a planter of Iiosedale, 
Miss . perished in the flames. 
OTHER INCIDENTS. 
It is reported that a negro murderer, who was 
being brought back for trial, perished. He was 
handcuffed and the officer in charge made his 
escape but left the negro iu a helpless condition. 
He was burned to death. 
There was great excitement in Memphis when 
the first news of the disaster reached here. It 
came about noon in the shape of a private tele­ 
gram from Robinsonville, and said that 150 lives 
had been lost. Later accounts were more reas­ 
suring. 
It is impossible to definitely ascertain how 
many lives Rre lost, but estimates place tlie 
num ber at not less than thirtv-five, aud it may 
possibly reach fifty.

S en ato r S tanford U rging a C ab in et P osi­ 
tio n for th e Pacific C oast. 
New Y ork, December23d.—Senator Stanford, 
who ran over from Washington to-day, when 
asked about the report that he was to enter Har­ 
rison s cabinet, said: “ 1 would not think of 
accepting anything, even if it were at all within 
the range of possibility that it would be offered 
to me: but the people of the Pacific Coast re­ 
quire some representative in the Cabinet. They 
expect to be considered by Harrison in that 
connection. A memorial to that effect, signed 
by the leading men of the Pacific slope, has 
been presented to Harrison; but the selection of 
his Cabinet is a m atter of such personal, en­ 
tirely of a confidential nature, that it is one in 
which no outside interference is possible, as 
m ight be proper enough in regard to other 
public offices. The President’s Cabinet is the 
President’s family affair, but it is a fact that 
laws which suit other parts of the country do 
not suit the Pacific Coast. 
I .and laws which are 
proper east of the Rocky Mountains are entirelv 
unsuited to west of them. What can a poor 
m an do with 160 acres of desert land twenty-five 
or thirty miles from the nearest stream of 
water.' These tracts must be made useful by 
the capitalist before the poor man can live m>on 
them. '

The delay iu reaching Wadelai was 
due to the difficulties encountered on the route 
Emm was in * lairly good position, although 
some of his Egyptian officers were grumbling 
and many ot his soldie s had deserted. The 
Kings of Uganda aud Unyoro were hostile to 
Emin, who was obliged in November to repel 
depredatory incursions :rom the East. His gen­ 
eral health was good.

A 'ortnight after Stanley’s arrival Emin re­ 
ceived a message from the Mahdi pompouslv in­ 
tim ating his intention to subdue the who.e 
country as far as the great lake, and promising 
good treatm ent if he hiibmitted. Emin replied 
that before evacuating he must wait for *he 
Mahdi to prove the legitimacy of his claim to 
the province. Emin told Stanley that he did 
not desire to leave Wadelai. The entire route 
to the east coast was most dangerous on account 
of incessant agitation among the tribes a*id the 
hostility of Mevanga. 


t h e sit u a t io n at w a d e l a i. 
Toward the middle of April, hearing that a 
force of Mahdists were coming, Emin ordered 
his advance posts, between Dufile and Lado, to 
retire to Wadelai, and Stanley sent messages to 
the Kings of Uguuda and Unyoro. About the 
end of April, wnen the traders left Wadelai, 
Stanley was anxious, ow ing to the absence of 
news from his rear guard ou the Aruwimi, and 
was arranging to send a strong detachm ent in 
search of them along the route which he him 
self had foLowed.

W e are producing canned fruit 
dried fruits and green fruit vastly in ex.

T he cured fruit and canned 
fruit m arket, therefore, is the one hope of 
our horticultural interests. 
In search of a 
m arket for these goods, in search of cap­ 
ital to develop our resources in this direc­ 
tion, in short, in search of commercial 
prosperity it is proposed to illustrate Cali­ 
fornia in the m etropolis of the world. 
The success of this undertaking means the 
rescue of California from a dilemma. 
Its 
failure means to precipitate conditions o ' 
which those not fam iliar w ith the facts 
have, perhaps, but little conception. 
The 
proposition of representation at 
Paris 
means a show. 
Its strongest advocates are 
found among people who hope through a 
legislative appropriation to enjoy a brief 
resilience abroad. 
Its greatest strength 
will he the political patronage which is 
concealed behind it. 
IVhen the Paris 
E xhibition is closed, it will be as devoid 
of result as th at heid at New Orleans or 
as the one now in progress at Melbourne. 
I t will am ount to nothing: it is not ex­ 
pected to am ount to more. 


T h e later dispatches concerning Stan­ 
ley, the A frican explorer, fully justify the 
belief th at he is safe, th at he reached and 
relieved Em in Pasha and returned to his 
post at the m outh of the A ruim i, which 
in its upper reaches is known as the 
Biyerri; th at he went back by the Nyanza 
and Zanzibar route is wholly improbable, 
for tlm t would leave his upper Congo post 
w ith no news of w hat had become of him , 
and to get word to it by passage around 
the Cape of Good Hope would take not 
less th an three months. 
W e may now 
reasonably look for Stanley’s appearance 
at the m outh of the Congo by the first of 
M arch next. 
As to the fate of Em in 
Pasha, the world m ust for some tim e re­ 
m ain in doubt. 
A ll th e testim ony now, 
however, indicates his safety and tends to 
p ut Osman Digna’s assertion among the 
things to he disbelieved. 


T h e question is again revived w hether 
it is honest to m aintain the Santa Claus 
m yth ? 
T here is no question of honesty or 
dishonesty in it. 
I t is a harmless and 
pleasing fiction, the memory of which 
nestles lovingly in the breast of every 
adult who has not become so case-hardened 
th a t he cannot recall the day of his youth. 
L et the Santa Claus fiction be m aintained 
and the coming of K ris K ingle be annually 
celebrated as fancy and ingenuity may 
dictate. 
T here is no harm in it— on the 
contrary there is good attaching to it. No 
hum an being was ever injured in moral 
perception by th e m yth, while to millions 
of children it has been one the most de­ 
lightful of charms. 


• M uch confusion of thought apicare to 
exist concerning the relation of th e pro­ 
posed exhibition illustrative of California 
in Ixtndon to the W orld's International 
Exposition, which it is proposed by the 
French G overnm ent to hold in the year 
1889 in Paris. 
L et it once for all be 
m ade clear th at these two things are in no 
respect cognate. 
T he French G overn­ 
m ent proposed an International Exposi­ 
tion. 
T he G overnm ent of th e U nited 
States accepted the invitation to become 
an exhibitor. 
T he G overnm ent also ap­ 
propriated $250,000 to secure a proper 
representation of th e U nited States at the 
U niversal Exposition to be held in Paris 
in 1889. 
T he Commissioner-General for 
th e U nited States appointed two gentle­ 
men, to whom he pays salaries out of the 
G overnm ent appropriation, to collect an 
exhibit for California. 
These gentlemen 
are engaged in th at duty. T heir traveling 
expenses are paid. 
They are given a 
salary, and th e expense of collecting the 
articles for the Exposition is also borne 
by th e Governm ent of th e U nited States. 
T he bill provided for the appointm ent of 
two State Commissioners in each State by 
th e Governor of the State. 
T he Gov­ 
ernor of this State acted, and appointed two 
Commissioners. 
T he proposed exposition 
at Paris does not differ from th at held at 
New Orleans in 1885, that held in London 
in 1852, later in P aris at different inter­ 
vals, and subsequently in V ienna, Berlin, 
etc. 
I t is i proposition to have a world’s 
show after th e pattern of the California 
State Fair, only embracing th e world, and 
projecting an exposition w hich shall last 
three or four m onths, instead of two or 
three weeks. 
T he proposition contem­ 
plates m erely th e collection of a few choice 
articles, representing, adequately or inade­ 
quately, the products of the U nited States, 
and to m ake them a part of a world’sgreat 
show, for th e sake of the show, for the 
sake of the gate money, and for the edu­ 
cational advantages of a comparison of the 
horticultural, ag ricu ltu ral, m echanical and 
artistic skill of the world. A ll th at is very 
well. 
The G overnm ent of the U nited 
States lias taken charge of the m atter of 
being represented. 
T he 
Commissioner- 
General has appointed agents in Cali­ 
fornia, ignoring the appointees of th e Gov­ 
ernor, who are now 
engaged in 
col­ 
lecting 
an exhibition 
for 
this 
State, 
but 
the 
G overnor 
has 
appointed 
two 
Commissioners 
who 
appear 
to 
be powerless to do an ything; first, be­ 
cause they had no m oney; second, because 
np to the present tim e, they had exhibited 
no other industry than asking the State 
Board of Trade, or other organizations, to 
do the work of assisting them . 
In th is de­ 
partm ent of activity they seem to be pos­ 
sessed of the necessary diligence and zeal. 
Now, as to the London E xhibition, illus­ 
trative of California. 
It should be under­ 
stood th at there is no W orld’s Exposition 
projected or planned at London. 
Some of 
th e best commercial minds in California, 
m any people . interested in the orchard 
products of the State, in th e m ineral pro­ 
ducts of the State, in m ining enterprises 
and in all other industries, conceived the 
idea of m aking an exhibition of California 
in London, th e recognized eye of the world. 
T his proposition stands separate and apart 
from all others. 
It is not a proposition to 
become a part of a world’s show. 
I t is 
sim ply a proposition to expose the wares 
and m erchandise of California in the best 
m arket in the world in the liopeof finding 
customers. 
To attract attention strongly, 
it is proposed to exhibit some of the won­ 
ders of California. 
A general Convention 
of the leading citizens of the S tate was 
held in San Francisco for the purpose of 
taking into consideration th e advisability 
of a California exhibit in London, Eng­ 
land ; not a contribution to a show already 
planned in th at city, since none such is 
planned. 
T here is, therefore, ne rivalry 
lie tween these two proriositions; they have 
no relation w ith each other. 
The propo­ 
sition to seek a m arket for California 
in Loudon bears nc kinship to th ato f hav­ 
ing California exhibited a t a Universal 
Exposition projected by th e French Gov­ 
ernm ent. 
In the m eeting the other day, 
San Francisco was conspicuous by its ab­ 
sence. Sail Francisco, always more largely- 
interested in a peeuaiarv sense in move­ 
m ents of this kind, is generally last to 
move, but th e President of its Cham ber of 
Commerce was there, and w ith most aston­ 
ishing irrelevancy declared th a t unless the 
Convention would do som ething to ¡for­ 
ward the representation of California’s 
products at Paris, they m ight count on his 
opposition tc having an exhibition of Cal­ 
ifornia products in London. 
T he Ccan- 
niissioners appointed by th e Governor to

They possessed S tate authority 
to call a Convention of th e ir own on the 
subject. 
They preferred rath e r to adopt 
th e results of the industry of others, and 
attend a Convention called for a wholly 
d i fierent purpose. 
They succeeded in re­ 
ceiving at the h au ls of the C onvention an 
indorsement, unqualified aiv! unanimous, 
th at if California -deemed it advisable to 
Lave an exhibition in Paris, th e re was no 
reason in th e work! why such an exhibi- 
tioh should not be projected, planned and 
paid for. 
But the v hole subject o f the 
Paris Exposition was clearly out o í order 
in a Convention held to «insider th e feasi­ 
bility of holding an exhibition in London 
wholly different from th a t proposed to be 
held at Paris.

The County Assessor'a Office Seems to be 
Filled W ith Incom petent*. 
Frequently during the collection of taxes 
in the Sheriffs office, parties have called 
to pay upon their property and found all 
or a portion of it u it assessed. While such 
a thing as a perfect assessment is almost an 
utter impossibility, still the number of 
omissions and glaring errors in the roll 
this year shows an amount of official care­ 
lessness or negligence that seems to be un­ 
paralleled in the history of the county. 
While Mr. Frost is responsible for the 
work, be has shown poor judgment in the 
selection of office deputies. He has one 
deputy, M. J. McManus, who draws a sal­ 
ary from the county of $100 per month lor 
the twelve months, when ‘his services are 
required only- for six. The map books, his 
work, would puzzle the wisest man in the 
State. 
He 
has 
mapped property 
w 
unknown owners, and the same is not 
carried into the roil. Theie seems to have 
been no checking up of the roil by tne 
plat books, ami they have been thrown 
together in a kind of hodge-podge, hit or 
miss style, regardiess of system, precedent 
or anything else. Just how much property 
has escaped taxation no one knows, and 
perhaps it never will be known unless 
some steps are taken to verify the assess­ 
ments. ioorue people don't ¡ike to pay 
taxet, and when they can escape by the 
negligence of the Assessor or bis deputies 
they laugh 
in their 
sleeves anti say 
nothing about it. Some people, however, 
are very particular about their taxes, want 
the State to have its just due and do 
uot care to have the title to their prop­ 
erty clouded with a tax lien. T iieShtnll 
says there are scores of people who call to 
pay their taxes and leave sayiDg: ‘ Well, 
they have left out a piece of niy proper'y. ’

ITS DEBTS. 


EASTERN POLLTItY. 


C a r lo a d s o l T u rk e y p , G eese, D u c k p , E g g s 
a n d B u tte r I m p o r te d . 
That this State has been filled up within 
the past three years much more rapidly 
than production has increased is evidenced 
by the amount of supplies which our deal­ 
ers find it necessary to import from other 
States in order to supply the demand. 
Three years ago all the poultry, eggs and 
butter necessary for home consumption 
was raised here, end no one dreamed of 
sending East for It. Produce dealers say 
that now the home product does not com­ 
mence to supply the demand, and if it 
were not for importations from the East 
prices would be very high. Some twenty 
carloads of dressed poultry, in cold storage, 
has arrived in San Francisco within the 
past few days, and Gregory Bros. & Co. of 
this city have received three carloads of 
turkeys, geese and ducks during that time. 
Hundreds of carloads of eggs are being re­ 
ceived each year from the Western States 
and serve to keep the prices within reach. 
They are worth now about thirty cents a 
dozen, while fresh California eggs bring 
forty. 
The quantity of Oregon apples, and even 
potatoes and other vegetables from that 
State, which is consumed in our market is 
simply astonishing. Butter still commands 
a high price, notwithstanding the immense 
quantities that are being imported from 
the East. All this goes to prove that there 
is no danger of over-production here in a 
long time, and that the dairy, poultry and 
produce interests are in a flourishing con­ 
dition.

O ver $ 7 5 ,0 0 0 in Coupons P u rchased 
by th e City are M issing and 
not C ancelled. 


T he fact has been ascertained th a t a large 
am ount of coupon* purchased by th e city, and 
w hich should have been effectually cancelled, 
are m issing. T he w orst feature of th e case Is, 
in a financial view, th a t they w ere never can ­ 
celled, an d are therefore liable to bob u p serenely 
a t any tim e for repaym ent. 
In fact, it is quite 
evident th a t some 813,000 w orth th a t w ere 
taken at th e sam e tim e have already been paid 
for th e second tim e by th e city, a n d how 
m any m ore, no one can tell. 
It w ould hardly 
seem th a t th e city finances could have been so 
poorly m anaged in th e past as to perm it h u n ­ 
dreds of thousands of dollars being purchased 
o f its indebtedness w ithout due an d prom pt 
c an c e l.e tio n ; b u tjth at is ju st w h at has been 
done. T he only w onder is th at, w ith such 
financial m anagem ent in th e past, the city has 
any com m ercial standing w hatever. The fol­ 
low ing interview w ith Judge H. O. Beatty, of 
th e F unded D ebt Commission, by a representa­ 
tiv e ol the R ecord-Union, w ill give an idea of 
th e loose m an n er in w hich the city 's paym ents 
h av e been guarded and th e present liability to 
largely tw ice pay for indebtedness once settled : 


W hat is there, Judge, about th is m atter o f the 
abstraction or disappearance of coupons w hich 
th e city has paid ? 
Judge B.—O f th e early coupons, from I860 to 
1861, inclusive, nearly ali c f them are now 
pasted in th e coupon books, except th e coupons 
o f 1861. I w ill state th a t w hat 1 m ean by th e 
coupon books, is a set o f books of six or seven 
volum es, w hich are so ruled as to leave oblong 
spaces ju st the size o f a coupon. T here are sev­ 
eral ot these spaces on each page, and each 
space is num bered w hen the books are m ade, 
giving in du e ord- r a place for each coupon of 
every bond held as a part of th e city debt. The 
p lan is th a t as fast as these coupons are paid 
they shall be pasted over th e space represented 
by its num ber. 
Now all th e coupons from 1860 to 1864, inclu­ 
sive, or nearly all, arc pasted in th is book, w ith 
th e exception of th e coupons of 1861. To be 
m ore exact, all th e coupons of 1860, except one, 
are in th e hook; all of 1862, except tw eive, are 
pasted in th e book; all the coupous o f 1863, ex ­ 
cept one, an d of 4864 every one of th e coupons 
are pasted in the book in th e ir prop r place. 
T here are about 1,900 coupons th a t te l due at 
th a t tim e, annually. 
Now, of 1861 I have not 
counted the coupons w hich w ere paid, sn d 
those not paid, but I have counted th e dollars 
represented by th e paid coupons. The whole 
num ber ot dollars to be paid was SS5.578; the 
w hole num ber apparently paid and pasted in, 
as ;h e tiook now appears, is 813,392, leaving $72,­ 
186 unaccounted for. 
You w ill see, therefore, 
th a t during th e years 1860, 1862,1863 an d 1861, 
there were only fourteen coupons m issing, rep­ 
resenting only $591, w hereas in 1861 th ere is 
1,700 bonds m issing, and the coupons represent­ 
ing 872,186. 
Rep.—Can th ere he any doubt as to th e fact 
of these hav in g been p a id '.’ 
Judge B.—There can be no possible doubt 
th a t nearly every one of th e coupons ot 1861 
w ere paid at, or very shortly afier th e tim e they 
fell due, for these reasons: First, th e bonds 
w ere bu t recently issued, th e m oney for the 
paym ent ol interest was raised in advance, or 
th e year before it becam e payable. On the first 
day of January. 1861, th ere was m ore m onev in 
the treasury belonging to th a t fund th a n would 
have paid every dollar of the interest if th e cou­ 
pons had been presented. A conclusive laet 
th a t these coupons were paid, is th a t th e Trus­ 
tees im m ediately com m enced purchasing bonds 
w ith the surplus iu b au d after paying these in ­ 
terest coupons 
T hey com m enced purchasing 
on th e 29th day of February, 1861. T he law re ­ 
quired them to purchase bonds w ith th e surplus 
after all coupons due had been paid. The records 
show th at on Jan u ary 29,1*61, $2,300 w orth of 
bonds w ere paid from such surplus, an d of 
course th a t is conclusive as to th e coupons for 
1861 having been paid. 
Rep.—Can you account for th e disappearance 
o f these coupons ? 
Judge B.—W ell, 1 6hould suppose from the 
great num ber th a t disappeared, th a t are not 
now on hand, th a t they m ust have all disap­ 
peared at one tim e. 
W hen there is only a stray 
coupon disappears here an d there, one a ta tim e, 
I im agine it is th e .result of carelessness upon 
the p art of th e City T reasurer in not very care­ 
fully h an d lin g them . They are printed on very 
light tissue pajier, and a slight breeze m ight 
blow them from a. desk, or w henever they were 
being h andled. B ut no such large am ount as 
8 2.000 could disappear in th a t way. My opiui 
is th a t th e w hole o f th e coupous of 18(S—the 
885,000—disappeared at one tim e. 
How they 
disappeared of course I cannot say. bu t being 
satisfied th at th ey w ere all p aid w hen due or 
virtually all, 1 am satisfied th a t ail disappeared 
at one tim e an d th e 813,000 o f coupons w hich 
are now on th e books, have probably been pre­ 
sented again at different 
tim es, 
in 
sm all 
am ounts, an d paid. This, of course, is double 
paym ent of th a t m uch o f th e debt. 
T h at is. 
they w ere first paid in January. 1861, and have 
been again presented and paid at a later dale, 
there being no indication o f paym ent on th e r 
face, 
if some steps are not taken im m ediately 
by th e T rastees to prevent a continuance ol 
such paym ent, it is quite possible th e city m ay 
have to repay the entire 872,000 now outstand­ 
ing ol these old, once already paid coupons. 
Rep.—Is it possible th a t th e coupons and 
bonds redeem ed by the city are not cancelled 
as soon as paid by th e Treasurer.’ 
Judge B.—So far as 1 know th e coupons pu r­ 
chased by th e city have not generally been can ­ 
celled. 
1 have exam ined into ihe city debt 
m atter, th e condition of the coupons, etc., d u r­ 
ing the past six weeks, and have had access to 
the coupon book w henever I required it. 
I 
th in k th a t nine tenths of th e redeem ed coupons 
w hieli are pasted in the coupon books are not 
can etlled , 
nor 
m arked 
in 
any

to 
indicate 
th at 
they 
have 
been 
paid.

into th e book. This pasting of th em 'th u s into a 
book m ight ren d er it som ew hat diflicult to get 
th e eou[on off to present it for a second pay­ 
m ent, but th ere a re n o m arks upon it to in d i­ 
cate th a t it has been paid, or to prevent its be­ 
ing again paid if rem oved lroni the book and 
presented to th e T reasurer or Bond Commisiou- 
ers. 
a few o f the coupons m ore recently paid 
have Mr. U erb ers stam p upon them . I th in k 
his stam p contains his nam e and th e date of 
transaction, but not the word “ cancelled ’’ or 
“ paid.” 
Kep—How about those 
purchased by the 
Bond Com m issioners? 
Judge B.—All coupons and bonds purchased 
by the Com m issioners are stam ped as soon as 
a purchase is m ade. The law provides th at 
w hen bonds and coupons purchased by the 
Commissioners are so stam ped they shall not 
thereafter be negotiable, and hence tho-e w hich 
have come into th e possession of tiie Bond Com­ 
m issioners are safe against repaym ent. 
Re;).—Is not th is a most astonishing fact, 
w hen th e people of Sacram ento arc burdened 
w ith th eir city debt and devising every possi­ 
ble w ay to get red o f it, th a t such loose m ethods 
should be perm itted concerning the purchase of 
large am ounts ot coupous and bonds, w ithout 
having been cancelled, hut leaving them lor 
abstraction by w hoever is dishonest enough to 
do so? 
Judge B.—All I can say is, th a t th e practice 
has been a very loose one an d should be 
prom ptly eaucelled. 
Rep.—How is it about th e coupons from 1866 
to 1875? 
Judge B.—These coupons should be divided 
into groups, by w hich I could express my view s 
regarding them . 
The coupons from I860 to 
1871, inclusive, arc all in about the sam e situa­ 
tion. D uring seven years there are coupons 
to the am onnt oi 83/ 96. w hich are not pasted 
into th e coupon books, but from an ex am in a­ 
tio n w hich I hav e m ade of the bonos and 
coupons, tracing th em from 1665 to 1888, I am 
thoroughly satisfied th a t coupons to the am ount 
of $714 have never been presented. 
These cou­ 
pons belong to three bonds, and no coupons 
from eith er o f th e three had ever been pre­ 
sented since 1864. 
It is to be presum ed the 
bouds were lost in about th a t year. In regard to 
the balance of th e am ount, or 82,882, probably 
every one has been paid. The coupons of 1872­ 
73 are probably in m uch the sam e condition, 
oniv there are none o f them outstanding. 
Rep.—W hat, in your judgm ent, should be 
done to protect the city (rom double pavm ent 
on these coupons w hich have disappeared, and 
from those w hich have probably been lost by 
City T reasurers in hau d b n g ? 
Judge B,—The Trustees should m ake an or­ 
der upon the T reasurer a t once to pay no cou­ 
pons th a t tell due on or prior to Jan u ary 1, 1873 
for the reason th a t nine-tenths of those ou t­ 
standing an d not on th e coupon bcoka have 
unquestionab.y. oeeu once naid by th e city: sec­ 
ondly, th e sm all num ber not paid have long 
since been barred by the statu te of lim itations. 
The Trastees should therefore m ake a positive 
order a t once not to pay any of these coupon-, 
n o r 
to 
retain 
m oney 
in 
the 
Treasure 
for th e purpose o f paying them . I migh't 
state as ftirtm-.r|evidenee of the fact .th at cou­ 
pons have been lost by the City T reasury after 
being paid, aud th a t 'h e earliest coupons w hich 
the Bond Com m i-sioners ever sold to th e city 
w ere coupons o f 1873. At th a t tim e but a very 
few coupons w ere being sold bv the Commis­ 
sioners, but of th e few we had" disposed c f to 
th e City Treasury.

SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENTS. 


T h e y H o ld T h e ir B ie n n ia l C o n v e n tio n in 
T h is C ity —S a tu r d a y ’s P ro c e e d in g * . 
The Biennial Convention of the County 
School Superintendents was called to order 
at 9 o'clock Saturday in the chambers of 
the Supreme Court by State Superintend­ 
ent Ira G. Hoitt. The Convention was 
organized by the election of L. W. Valen­ 
tine ot Tehama county as Secretary and 
Miss Myra A. Parks of Lassen county as 
Assistant Secretary. 
On roll cali twenty-two Superintendents 
responded, most of whom were from the 
southern^counties of the State. 
Afier a few preliminary remarks by the 
Slate Superintendent, in which he called 
attention to some suggestions in his bien­ 
nial report, and also to the opinion of the 
Attorney-General to the effect that county 
Boards of Supervisors must pay the ex­ 
pe: ses incurred by Superintendents in at­ 
tending the Convention, the work of the 
session was commenced. 
On motion of Superintendent Fisher, of 
Alameda, it was decided to take up the 
sec’.ions of the school law seriatem. Sev­ 
eral amendments were proposed, the most 
important of which was the following: 
To make the President of the State Uni­ 
versity a member ex- officio of the State 
Board of Education. Committees were ap­ 
pointed to revise the blanks used in the re­ 
ports of schools and Superintendents; to 
revise the law relative to the formation of 
new districts and to consider the matter of 
expenses incurred in visiting schools, and 
to suggest some plan for relief. 
An evening session also was held and 
continued far into the night. The various 
discussions showed that the schools of the 
State are in good hands, and that the Su­ 
perintendents were using every endeavor 
to improve them whenever an opportu­ 
nity presented. 
The Convention will resume it s session 
at 9 a . M. to-day.
